A slgfnlf leant advance in scientific 
research was announced yesterday in 
Kan:as City by Or. J. Bertram' Colllp, 
liead of the départment of; BlochemiS' 
tpr at McOill. Paying tribute tp the 
research workers associated with him 
here,, he stated that "a master mole 
cule". a rejuvenating substance bad 
been dificbveredl . Dr. .CoUip is return 
Ing to McGlll to carry his experlmentj 
further. i ■ . 

This master molecule, which is ob- 
tàlnéd from the pttiiltary gland at the 
base of the skull, is the centre of a 
chemical group, f lye of whose mem 
bers have airéàdy been discoyefed. • !

44^BpUT sixty people in and out- 
side of Canada control the dally 
lives and destinies of the whole mass 
of Canadian people from coast to 
coast," was the statement made by 
Mr. Eugene Forsey last night in a 
lecture before the Rosemount Branch 
of the Co-operative . Cwnhionwealtii 
Federation. , ' 

Speaking to a large; audience in .the 
Lemolno Hall Mr; Foreey - stated that 
the wealth and capital of Canad.! was 
concentrated In the hands of a very 
few people who control all the Indus-' 
trial and financial channels of this 
country. By means of a systeoi of in- 
formal but effective agrtcments all out 
banks' ifire working as though under 
bne, management, as was stated In the 
Çiànadlan Bankers' -Association Maga- 
zine. With the banks a» affiliated 
many and yarled flnancia|^^titutiom> 
such as trust conipanlcs.^ioanfand in- 
vestment companies, and. the like. In 
addition to that many of the'dlrectprs 
of one of these lnsi:ltutlon8'^aKfbiïfQÎe| 
board of directors of .tlw otliers^o -^v:

A Fictionized Cure 
For Bad Economics 

"FOKGOTTEN AIEN" by Claudius 
. ifireiory. Davis- Lisson, Ltd. (McClel* 
iMid and Stewart, Teronttt.) 441 pp.

rpHE title of thU^ e^fentially dkiactic novel is a 
campaign eptUict of President Roosevelt's, and 
refers, as is known, to the workers and the lower 
reaches of the petty bourgeoisie, a section, of hu- 
manity forgotten in the mad Industrial .rush of 
the last decades. The writing of the novel has 
been prompted by thé depression, and the author 
is fitmly convhiced ' that the constructive ideas 
elaborated in the book it put Into -practice would 
immediately relieve the present world crisis". These 
ideas are put into the mouth of Christopher Worth 
and bis associates of "The Society of Forgotten 
Men", who work fcarlcisiy lor the cause. ' 

Worth, the son of a mllllonairo steelworks 
magnate, stumbles accidentally agahist a workers' 
meeting in a iiark. becomes Interested in tlie spcak- 
ei', is converted to his views and, forsaking his 
luxiirlous surroundings he gives himself up body 
'and soul to the work of helping the poor and down- 
trodden victims of the industrialist system. A( 
first he believes naively that the misery is due 
to tlic isnorfincc of it, on the part of the capitalists 
and not to their greed. By living with the workers, 
a?s'ociatihs with th^m and talking to those who 
have liad wider experience he comes to realize that 
the primary cauie Qf the depression., is iiot over- 
pfoditction or a faulty exchange system. It is, he 
cxciaims, at a public meéUns "the, criminal mal* 
distribiition of the goods of life . . .' because of 
the leech-ltkc hands of men who 'exploit human- 
ity for their own gain". He proposes as a remedy 
the setting up of a "standard of a man's value 
to society , according to hia- ability,, beyond which a 
manlj^^^^in". This in effect means a period- 
ic red^l^&ttim|^|i|(^ial weal^^ 
of the'profiiera^wouidfl» easy^wewIaiÇaSPfbir' the 
cowardice of the forgotten men themselves. 

For these and similar utterances he is arrested, 
tried for, sedition and sentenced to a year's im*- 
prisonment. However he wins sympathliers .e\ngj 
iii ttie camp of the enemy by his bearing ànd burF 
cérity, and though he falls a victim to pneumonia 
contracted, in prison it' seems that he had not died 
in vain. 

The -individual emotional element is not neg- 
leoted by the 'author. Ernestine, his haughty fian- 
cee and the lovely good, fine and honourable An- 
drea Morley, the poor reverend's .daughter form a 
set platitudinous, contrast, so well beloved of third- 
rate fiction. • .k 

It Is.decidedly^otyeasy to \ty and çvaluaté^ 
such a novel. Apart from, the subjective' dislike 
of the didactic in. fiction there ^is the^obvious conr 
elusion on reading It that is neither distinguished 
in style or la the treat originality of its concep- 
tion. The martyr hero tomi between the luxuries 
of-weialth and his d^ty .to humanity is not a new 
figure in the novel. On the other hand the theme 
Uitipf}y;>enoiigb and the author's thorough sin- 
cerity is undoubtedly aiid strikingly evident. His 
solution to the problem of depression is naive if 
not in conception than in the belief that it could 
be carried, out without ^a change in the structure 
of contemporary society. The aim^ is. the reward 
of man according to ability and is near the stand- 
point of Knipotkins anarchism, but the author 
.doM ndf J^em' to realize^ perhaps he is afraid to 
voice it, that the only means for the realization 
of' that aim is a. complete change in the social and 
ecbnoihic structure of our civilization, ^

rpHINQS move fast today. When John Strachey 
published this book this spring he felt it neces- 
sary to aissurc his i-cadcrs that . there was a danger 
of fascism coming In Britain.

Ills , book with a series of newspaper reports of 
Nazi acts of violence , (now become commonplaces) 
and goes on to show that- half the Hitler cabinet 
is composed of madmen. (Goerlng Indeed was in 
Stockhoim insane asylum In 1935, and the state- 
ments and deeds of the others give ample proof 
of their mental abnormality.) He then launches in- 
to his analysis of the history , of the Gcrnum So- 
cial Democratic Party that 'ended eo catastrophi- 
cally in the r;>c of Hitler and his fanatic followers. 
By comparing events in Germany with those in 
England over the same period be shows' the trend 
there towards fascism; and \e9■y.ef ^^iMi^v)Aa! con- 
vinced of the danger and ; the unldesiraiblllty of 
Fascism In England. ,

Ithaca," V.Y. —'T^^mS^ptaer- 
vatory at, Flagstaff, Arizona, 12,000 fee, 
above ssa level in the San. Francisco 
peaks. Is the site of an important cx 
périment where a small gi-oup of Cor' 
nell scientists are endeavoring to' de 
termine the origin and evolution of 
the stars. 

This expedition headed'by Prof S 
L. Boothroyd of the astronomy depart- 
ment is studying the ultra-violet spee- 
tra'bf the stars by means cf aluminum 
coated mirrors which were psrfccteci 
ill the physics laboratories at ■ Cornel. 
This type of reflector Is sensitive to 
any ultra-violet rays'; their use is an 
Innovation In astronomical research. 

Through the loan of ~a 15-inch ien.. 
from Alleghany Colleec the Coriieij 
group hope to successfully photograph 
meteor^traiis and qiiitc possibly dis- 
cover- many new and hitherto un- 
known meteors.
